Both abutments were taken down and rebuilt with heavy 
stone laid in cement, the cost including the removal of and re- 
filling of Little Bridge, (so called,) which was thought unnec- 
essary to maintain, has been for stone, labor, timber, plank, 
iron for bridge, cement, and all expenses pertaining to said 


bridge, $1117.94. 
WEST BROOK BRIDGE. 


The abutments to said bridge were found to be in bad con- 
dition and were rebuilt from the foundation in a thorough, man- 
ner. The cost has been for iron bridge, $450.00, labor, stone, 
plank, and all other expenses, $316.58. 


PAUPERS. 


The Pauper expenses are in excess of last year. We now 
have eight permanent ones. Temporary aid has been required 


by others. 
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LOANS. 


It was thought advisable to change the loans of the town, 
and by vote of town $7660.00 has been borrowed of the State 
Treasurer for ten years, at 344 per cent., and the notes held by 
the Greenfield Savings Bank and Franklin Savings Institution 
have been paid by your Treasurer; said notes were bearing 
interest at the rate of 41% per cent. Your Selectmen beg 
leave to suggest that the town raise by taxation the present 
year, $800.00, for the purpose of paying the note held by the 
Hampshire Savings Bank, borrowed for building West Brook 
bridge.

Of this amount $33 was spent for new Dictionaries, which 
have never been introduced in schools before, and.$29 in cash, 
and $9 1 in old books, for new Physiologies, which the new lav 
requires. 


In reviewing the schools, your committee congratulate them- 
selves upon the results accomplished. As a town, we have 
cause for congratulation with the general progress of sobgol 
work. 


Eight teachers have been employed in the six schools, four 
of them remaining through the year; two left voluntarily, one 
to attend school, the other to take a more desirable school in 
another town. 


Our schools suffer much from lack of constant attendance, 
particularly in tobacco and strawberry times. ‘ In some of the 
schools it has been a custom fora large part of the older boys 
to be excused about mid-afternoon, as their parents or guardians 
needed, or thought they needed, their services. Occasionally 
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it may be necessary for a pupil to be excused for a part of one 
session, but to be excused every day is, we think, a grevious 
wrong to pupil, teacher, school and the community. One of the 
best, and sometimes about the only thing of lasting value some 
of us can give our children, is a good education, which most 
of us can give, as our schools are free, 


In conclusion your committee wish to express their thanks 
for your liberal appropriations in past years and hope you will 
continue the same liberal policy towards your schools in future. 


We would recommend the raising of 1200 dollars for 
schools.

volumes. 


Still, small by comparison with those of our neighboring 
towns, we are glad to be able to say it is growing, both} in num- 
bers and in appreciation of the public.
